When 
the work was being done in thn man- 
ner stated, the explosion occurred.

ber, or by a rtisassocfation.of tho mix- 
ture in that chamber by ,an external 
cause, such as shock or concussion.1 


The Finding 


"I find that on Friday, the 23d day 


of October last past, that Clarence E. 
Lessuer, a resident of

and an instructor In the Lowell voca- 
tional school, while at work welding 
In the basement of said school build- 
ing In said Lowell, assisted therein by 
John Kenney, a pupil in nttendanco in 
said school, sustained bodily injuries 
that thereafter caused his death, re- 
sulting from an explosion, caused by 
the Intermingling of acetylene gas and 
oxygen In a receptacle that v.-ns being 
used in said process of welding in con- 
junction with the defective condition 
of the receptacle or the parts apurte- 
nant thereto In 
which

gases were Inclosed. 


"I find that said Clarence E. Lessuer 


was grossly negligent In the use of tho 
means and appliances thai wero used 
by him In welding as aforesaid,

WASHINGTON, Keb. 8.—The lull In 


the battle In tho senate over the ship 
purchase bill caaio to an end 
today. 


The senate had been in recess since 
Friday. 
Meantime 
tho 
democratic 


leaders had been waiting for the nr- 
rtval of Senator Newlands to reenforce 
their Bide. 


The motion of Senator Clark to re- 


commit tho shipping bill without in- 
structions still was pending with indi- 
cations that it would bo 
allowed 
to 


come to a vote. Even with the vote of 
Senator Newlands the democratic load- 
ers admitted that they could not defeat 
the Clark mollon. Tho leaders, how- 
ever, are pinning their hopes on the 
motion of Senator Gore to discharge 
the commerce committee from further 
consideration of :i substitute ship pur- 
chase bill which he 
introduced last 


week. • They nro confident that 
with 


the support of progressive republicans 
they can carry the Gore motion. 
In 


that event the substitute bill would be 
brought bach to tho senate and Iho re- 
publicans would he compelled to re- 
sume their defensive flRht. 


With only 21 more working days of 


tho session ot congress remaining the 
question now before the administration 
for determination is whether to keep
